FLYER’S WIDOW 
LEFT DESTITUTE 


Captain Hinchliffe Thought Her 
Provided For By $50,- 
000 Policy 


LONDON, July 16.—The destitute 
condition of Mrs. Walter Hinchliffe, 
widow of the British airman who lost 
his life in attempting to fly the At­ 
lantic with the Hon. Elsie Mackay, is 
attracting attention here today fol­ 
lowing Lord Inchcape’s gift of 500,- 
000 pounds sterling to the nation as 
a memorial to his daughter. 
Capt. Hinchliffe hopped off from 
England secure in the belief that his 
wife and their two small children 
Were protected by a $60,000 life in- 
mirance policy, the premium paid by 
Miss Mackay. 
A statement of the situation by 
one of the closest friends of 
Miss 
Mackay follows: 
| 
"Miss Mackay was paying Capt. 


Hinchliffe $300 a month, and, when 
they started on the flight, she owed 
him two months’ wages. 
"She arranged that Capt. Hinch­ 
liffe should insure his life for £10,000, 
and she agreed to pay a premium 
of £2,500 to an insurance company. 
Although Miss’ Mackay’s account at 
the bank was overdrawn, the bank 
agreed to let her draw the money 
in order to pay the premium. 
“A week before the flight, however, 
her bank discovered her intention to 
fly the Atlantic. They immediately re­ 
fused to let the money be drawn, and, 
in consequence of her overdraft, she 
was unable to cash any checks. As a 
result the insurance lapsed. 
"Capt. Hinchliffe imagined that his 
wife was well provided for, but Miss 
Mackay started on the flight with­ 
out carrying out her obligations. 
"The amount Mrs. Hinchliffe ought 
to have received at her husband’s 
death is £10,120. 
“Capt. Hinchliffe’s widow has noth­ 
ing at the moment, and, so far as I 
know, is living on her savings.”

idge has invited attention to the 
flight of the glass industry in the 
Keystone state, and the forthcoming 
hearings are largely the result of Sen­ 
ator Reed’s Insistent demands for re­ 
lief.

Use of the tractors on farms of the 
Keystone State has increased approx­ 
imately twenty five per cent in the 
last four years the Department of Ag- 
ucuiture estimates. 
By the use of 
gasoline tractors the average agri­ 
culturist can successfully combat the 
Increasing labor costs and the mi­ 
gration from the farm to the city. 
The state department of agriculture 
through its statistical experts esti­ 
mates there are 25,500 tractors being 
used on farms of Pennsylvania this 
year. 
That is an increase from the 
22,730 which were being operated at 


! the beginning of last year. Four years 
ago the number of tractors on Penn­ 
sylvania farms was estimated at 21,- 
065. 
Not only are Pennsylvania farmers 
going In for tractors to aid in their 
plowing and numerous other tasks 
but electrical apparatus is being In­ 
stalled In Increasing number.

Infant Mortality 
Lowest In 1927 


Rate Drops To 64.9 For 1,000 
Births, Health Society 
Announces 


NEW YORK, July 16.—The infant 
mortality rate in cities of the United 
States during 1917 was lower than in 
any previous year, the American Child 
Health association announced today 
in its annual report. 
The rate last year was 64.9 deaths 
for each 1,000 births, as compared 
with 73.7 in 1926 and 100 la 1917, the 
association announced. 
The report 
covers the 683 cities in the birth reg­ 
istration area, embracing 40 states 
that have satisfactory registration 
laws and record at least 90 per cent 
of the births. 
“The improvement in the infant 
death rate was almost universal over 
the country,” said the announcement, 
“there being but few cities which 
failed to show a declining rate.” 
Seattle, Wash., had a rate of 41, the 
lowest among the cities of more than 
250,000 population. 
Portland, Ore., 
and Minneapolis, Minn., were second 
with rates of 47 each. 
The figures for the country’s ten 
largest cities were: New York and 
Cleveland 56 each, St. Louis 57, Chi­ 
cago 63, Philadelphia 64, Los Angeles 
67, Detroit 70, Pittsburgh 72, Boston 
76 and Baltimore 72. 
Figures are 
based on provisional reports from the 
federal census bureau and from state 
and local officials. 
OLD SOL KEEPS 
AT WORK ON JOB 


WILLIAMS BAY, Wis., July 16.— 
The opinion that the sun is “prac­ 
tically perpetual” and Is showing no 
signs of laying down on the job was 
expressed here by Prof. Edwin Brant 
Frost, head of the Yerkes observatory 
maintained by the University of Chi­ 
cago, who observed his 62d birthday 
today. 
“Forty years ago leading astrono­ 
mers placed the duration of the sun 
at 20,000,000 to 30,000,000 years,” Prof. 
Frost said. “Modern opinion has in­ 
creased that duration millions of 
times. We may not be correct, but it 
is the opinion today that the dura­ 
tion of the sun Is millions and mil­ 
lions of years.” 
Prof. Frost last week completed 30 
years as head of the Yerkes observa­ 
tory.
